SOVIETS DROP 
| BARS ON -WINE 


AND PROPERTY 


| RIGA, Aug. 16.—Prohibition has 
‘been abolished in soviet Russia and 
‘the country is now’ on a light wine 
basis. 

A dispatch to the Letvian Tele- 
graph agency, confirmed by the Mos- 
cow newspapers, announced the issu- 
ance of a decree permitting the manu- 
facture and sale of beverages con- 
‘taining up to 14 per cent of alcohol, 
which will be highly taxed. 

Prohibition of the sale of vodka, 
once the Russian national-drink, was 
decreed by the government of former 
Emperor Nicholas in the earlier months 
of the world war. 

The denationalization of real estate 
in soviet Russia, through a decree au- 
thorizing former owners per- 
sons to buy houses and land from the 
government, is announced in a Moscow 
dispatch to the Rosta agency, the offi- 
cial soviet news disseminator.

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Even Volstead Votes on 
Lenient Side. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 16.—[Spe- 
cial.]—-The house went on record today 
against any interference with home 
brewing and distilling for personal use. 

By a rising vote of 96 to 54 .it virtu- 
ally deprived prohibition agents of all 
power to prevent the manufacture of 
all alcoholic beverages in private dwell. 
ings unless proof can be furnished that 
the liquor is being manufactured for 
sale. 

The victery for the cellar distilleries 
and the kitchen breweries came when 
a substitute for the Stanley search and 
seizure amendmént, by the 
senate, was adopted. As passed by the 
senate, the Stanley amendment prohib- 
ited with heavy penalties any searches 
or seizures by prohibition agents with- 
out warrants. 

Prohjbits Searching Homes. 

The house substitute prohibits the 
dry agents from searching any private 
home without warrants and then de- 
clares ‘‘no such warrant shall be issued 
unless there is reason to believe such 
dwelling is used as a place in which 
liquor is manufactured for sale or 
sold.” 

Thus, the substitute first prohibits 
searching of homes without warrant 
and then declares that if home brew- 
eries and distilleries are not making 
liquor for sale no search wears can 
be obtained. 

Several drys argued that the soattin 
as written would give complete pro- 
tection to the home liquor makers. 
Representative Fields of Kentucky 
sought to amend it so that a warrant 
to search a home could be obtained if 
there was reason to believe that liquor 
was manufactured or sold there. 

Volstead Declines Support. 

For some strange reason, Representa- 
tive Volstead, Minnesota, leader of the 
radical drys, declined to support him. 
Many members vote just as Mr. Vol- 
stead does on prohibition questions and 
the amendment was lost, 96 to 54. The 
house substitute, with the protection 
given the home brewer, was reported 
by Mr. Volstead. He did not vote 
either way on the Fields amendment. 

Representative Reavis, Nebraska, 
asserted that protection of the home 
against unreasonable search is a 
fundamental principle of law, and that 
prohibition agents should not be al- 
lowed to violate it. 

Following the vote on the jubitscehis 
for the Stanley amendment, the en- 
tire bill was sent to conference.

‘‘Nobody has spoken more eloquent- 
iy than Mr. Lloyd George on that sub- 
ject, and had he revegnized those prin- 
ciples in practice there would have 
been no necessity for any negotiations. 

“The trouble in the present negotia- 
tions was the htck of principle on the 
part of Great Britain to stand for prin- 
ciple, and we mean to die for it, if 
necessary.’ 

Pistol to Ireland’s Head. 

The words of Mr. De Valera were 
greeted with clreers. 

“It is practically impossible to ne- 
gotiate with. the British government,” 
the speaker continued. “ The ncsition 
is like asking @n unarmed man to ne. 
gotiate with one holding a pistol to 
his head. When Irishmen come to ne- 
gotiate with Great Britain they find 
at every step they are confronted not 
with principle, but with force. There- 
fore further negotiations with Great 
Britain for the most part mean noth- 
ing but the opportunity of saving faces. 
We will negotiate to save bloodshed if 
we can, but we can only negotiate on 
right and on principle. 

“It is not just that a small nation 
by the side of a big nation should be 
asked to give guarantées to save the 
big nation. Rather should the big 
nation give guarantee to save the 
small ‘nation. 

“If big empires can claim to grab 
up all sJhose small nations beside them 
for their interest, then undoubtedly 
it would be that the small nations, 
which did so much for the world and 
which the premier has talked so much 
about, would cease to exist.’

Secretary ofLabor Replies 
to Senate Query.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 16.—([Spe- 
cial.]—The number of persons out of 
employment in the United States has 
reached an estimated total of 5,735,000. 


These figures were furnisned to the 
senate today by Secretary of Labor 
Davis in response to the resolution of 
Senator McCormick of adopted 
several weeks ago. 

Mr. Davis was unable to eabnaie with 
the request contained in the resolution 
for an estimate of the numbeg of unem- 
ployed ex-service men or the fumber of 
women out of jobs. The number of fac- 
tory workers out of employment in IIli- 
nois he reported to be 203,000. 

Unemployment Recalls 1914. 

Unemployment_is climbing close to 
the high water mark of 1914, when the 
jobless were estimated to number about 
7,000,000, the secretary said. In some

Senator McCormick issued a state- 
ment, following receipt of the labor de- 
partment’s report, to the effect that 
unless something can be done to check 
the growth of unemployment it will 
reach the 1914 peak next winter. 


Senator MeCormick said. “ At the pres- 
ent rate of progression we shall have 
as many unemployed ngxt winter as 
there were unemploxd in the winter of 


1914. 
Depression World-Wide. 


“ There can be no immediate and rad- 
ical cure in the present economic de- 
pression, which is world wide and from 
which .some countries which did not 
even enter the great war are suffering 
more severely than the United States. 
Nevertheless, I believe that steps can 
be taken to prevent or mitigate the 
actual want and suffering which will 
touch thousands with *the coming of 
cola weather, if nothing is done.”

In the manufac- 
turing. and mechanical industries, it 
was estimated that there 3,473,000 few- 
er persons employed in January, 1921, 


than in January, 1920. By July, 1921,- 


the decrease in the manufacturing and 
mechanical industries had reached 3.-. 
906,450, according to the report. 

The department estimated that there 
are about 160,000 coal miners out of 
work, whfle many others are working 
part time. It added that there was 
much “slack” in the mining of iron, 
copper and other minerals so that the 
total of 250, 900 men out of work in 
mining was “a conservative esti- 
mate.” The unemployed railroad work- 
ers were estimated to number 700, 
All of the department’s estimates

BELGRADE, Aug. 16.—[Ry the As 
sociated Press.]—King Peter of Serbia 
died today. 

King Peter, who for a long time has 
been ill, was reported early in June 
to be in a serious condition. He was 
then suffering from pleurisy. eA short 
time afterwards he was said to be 
steadily improving in health, and his 
physicians declared him out of danger. 

Nothing was heard of the aged mron- 
arch until a few days ago, when & 
dispatch from Belgrade said he was 
seriously ill with congestion of the 
lungs. He sank'into unconsciousness 
Friday, remaining in that condition 
until the following day. His condition 
became worse Sunday night, and he 
gradually failed until the end. — 


KING'S DRAMATIC LIFE.

Despite his age, King Peter present- 
ed one of the most courageous figures 
of the war. On the day that’ Serbia 
rejected the Austrian demands, Peter 
renounced his temporary abdication of 
the throne and placed himself once 
more. at the head of the country. He 
was even then almost sightless and 
hard cf hearing, ‘sik under the 


constant care of a pltysician. 
Escaped Into Albania. 


When the fortunes of war turned 
against the Serbians he escaped 
through Albania into Saloniki, where 
he presided over the reorganization of 
his forces. Afterward he went to 
Corfu, where he established headquar- 
ters and took an active part in the 
direction of his nomadic government. 

But his royal cafeer was beclouded_ 
by a grave and terrible tragedy—the 
assassinations of his predecessor, King 
Alexander, and the latter’s conspiring 
wife, Queen Draga—in the palace at 
Belgrade on June 10, 1903. A suspi- 
cion that members of the Karageorge- 
vitch family, of which Peter was a 
member, were implicated in the: con- 
spiracy which exterminated the cival 
ruling Obrenovitch dynasty, of which . 
Alexander and Draga were representa- 
tives and which -placed Peter on the 
throne five days later, was never 
tirely removed. In 1911, when K 
Peter made a tour of Europe, he re- 
ceived somewhat of a cold reception 
from other royalties.

CAUSES OF ALFALFA FAILURES. 


Recent rains have made it favorable 
for the seeding of a large acreage of 


alfalfa this year. Middle west farm- 


lers have been growing alfalfa long 
Assistant | enough to find that they are surer of 


getting a good stand by sowing the 
seed the last of July or the first of 
August than they are by seeding it at 
any other time of the year. 

Farmers have learned through fall- 
ures that this legume will not grow 
and produce a good crop of hay on 
thin, poorly drained soil; that it will 
not grow well unless the soil is fertile 
and fairly deep, so there will be room 
for the roots to spread, and that it is 
useless to expect good results where 
the soil needs lime. 

Men who have had experience with 
this crop are not attempting to seed 
any of it this year unless thefr soil 
meets all these requirements. There 
are some farmers who are growing al- 
falfa for their first time who are still 
in doubt about the necessity of inocu- 
lating the soil where the seed is sown, 
but tests by various experiment sta- 
tions have proved that the use of bae- 
teria for alfalfa, at least the first time 
it is sown in a field, is a profitable prac- 
tice. 

Cultures that are used in inoculating 
the soil for alfalfa come only from 
the well known nodular-forming bacte 
ria. Soil experts are warning farmers 


not to buy any other kind. They may 
be secured from state experiment sta- 
tions or reliable firms and authorities 
say that they are the only forms of bao 
teria actually known to be of value,
